: man owned his own land and tools, 
and by them produced only the 
things which he used, economic in- 
dcix;ndence was possible. Hut pro¬ 
duction or tlie making of goovis, 
has long since ceased to K individ¬ 
ual. Tlic labors of scores or even 
thousands, enter into almost every 
•article produced. Production is 
now social or collective. Pnn. 
j lically everything is made or done 
; by many men—sometimes separated 
[by seas and continents—working 
j together for the same end. But 
‘this co-operation in production is 
I not for the direct use of the things 
'made by the workers who make 
them, but for the profit of the own¬ 
ers of th- tools and means of pro¬ 
duction; and to this is due the 
present division of society into two 
distinct classes; and from it has 
spnmg all the miseries, inharmonies 
and contradictions of onr civiliza¬ 
tion. 

Between these two classes there 
can K no |K>ssibIe compromise or 
identity of mtere.it, any more than 
there can K peace in the midst 
of war, or light in the midst of 
(’arkness. A society based upon 
this class division carries in itself 
the seeds of its own destruction. 
Such a society is founded on ftmda- 
mciital injustice. There can K no 
|M>ssil)lc basis for social peace, for 
individual freedom, for mental har¬ 
mony, except in the conscious and 
complete triumph of tlie working 
class as the only class that lias the 
right or jxnvcr to K.
